Naming others t0 haue but one 
ſole Daughter and heyre, when they had diners Sonnes and 
Dauzhters. Denying Barons, and Earles, that were : and 
making Barons and Earles of others, that were not :niiſta- 
king the Father for the Sonne, and the Sonne for the Fa- 
ther : affirming legitimate children to be illigittimate, 
and illigittimate to be legittimate : thoſe to be baſely borne, 
who were in deede diſcended of very honourable Parentage: 
aſigning Armes, and enſignes of Honour to others not their 
owne. Lafily, the framing inceſtious and unnaturall mari- 
ages, making the Father to marrie his Sonnes wife, and the 
Sonne his owne Mother . Theſe, and ſuch like matters of 
. importaunce,are the errours that I haue examined, 
and attached, to abide your Honours cenſure and

; anſwerable to your deſerts, my ſelfe (be= 
| ing the moſt ynable) haue vndertaken 
to anſwere your vnkinde ſpeeches; as alſo your yntrue, and 
erronious Writing touching matters of our profesfion and 
ſcience, publiſhed in:your Pritamia. In deede.yon dealt 
but /parmgh, and after aſort gentl(4s you ſay) in the hand= 
ling of ourmiſteries at the farſt: butin your fourth and laft 
Edition (though your Preface. ſpake as it did, ſparingly ſtill ) 
yet your Booke hath ſwelled with large additions of Hee 
rauldrie 3 in-which you haue (by your patience) been roo 
buſie, and venterous; except. your proccedinges, in thoſe 
poyntes, had been more firmely grounded ypon experience. 
And I doubt not, but the grouth and encreaſe of your Booke 
hath ſprung from ſome of thoſe Heraults labours, which 
ſo much holde in'ſcorne.  Nay,it can not be denyed, 

ut fince the death of Glouer, late Somerſet. Heraulr. x 5 88. 

you haue gleaned not onely handfuls, but whole ſheaues, 
out ofhis induftrious colleQions, being reſerued in the Li- 
bracie ofthat Honorable Lord Treaſurer deccaſed, and by 
that meanes incommoned to your vſe, and free recourſe. 
I would his Gloues might haue firted your handes in ſuch 
fort,as you might haue ſmoothly carried them away : his 
Notes (I meanc) I wiſh you had neither miſunderſtood, 
Ie A3 nor 
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nor miſreported; as contrariwiſe you haue, in ſuch palpa- 
ble maner,thar(me thinks)euer hereafter you ſhould diſtruſt 
your ſelfe in the ſearch of ſuch myſticall poyntes, without 
the aduice of an Herault better experimented then your 
ſelfe. I prognoſticate alreadie , what entertainement in 
theſe mine aduertiſementes, I ſhall haue: It will be obieRed 
from your ſelfe, that I vnderſtande not your Booke. I cone 
feſle mine intelligence not ſo great, but my feare is the grea= 
ter, and my care the more,to ynderſtande you by helpes; ſo 
that the truſt in my ſelfe isthe leſlſe : And this ſuſpition (I 
| hope) will force me to make ſure worke inthat I yndertake, 
Value (they ſay) may betoo bolde, and Learning too full 
of quillirics : the one ſtanding more ypon the brauerie of his 
fyght, then the goodnes of the quarrell 2 the other, more 
ypon the generalitie of his knowledge, then the trueth of 
his cauſe.. The mother tongue of cucry Nation (as you af- 
firme)isthe beſt conſeruer of Originall names: And your 
ſelfe endeuour to get a more ample credite in Hiſtorie, by 
auouching that you haue read ouer many home-bredd 
Hiſtorinas . By your example therefore, I am induced to 
belceue that Engliſh Authors, and Engliſh Heraults(though 
they haue concealed their trauayles from the worlde, and 
not publiſhed a Rapiamus generall vpon euerie light occa- 
fion)are to be credited for the trueth of Engliſh ſuccesftons, 
diſcentes, and reportes, of all honorable defignementes. 
Acgaine, who is more vnfit to deſcribe the trueth of ations 
in their proper nature, then ſuch affeRate Nouices, as haue 
their mouthes and pennes running ouer with the foaming 
Muſte of vn-refined Eloquence? who chouſle rather to let 
the trueth of the matter flip, then to abate one title of their 
ſc]fe-pleaſing phraſe. Therefore, I haue heard meny great 
ſtatimen affirme, that the Court hath affourded more abſo- 
Jute Wiſemenfor any a&tiue employment in the Common- 
wealth, then the Schooles z which falleth out eſpecially, be- 
cauſe totheſeproccedinges of the.one in Arte, there bath 
not 
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not been added ſome leAure of diſcretion to qualifie the 
ſame withall; which is to be had dayly by examples, and 
praQtiſe in the other . And doubtles for a meere Scholler 
to be an Hiſtorian, that mult take vp all by heareſay, and 
yncertaine rumors, not being acquainted withthe ſecretes, 
and occurrences of {tate matters, I take it (as many others 
affirme with me) verie vnfit, and dangerous. Ihope you 
will (in ſome ſort) acknowledge this to be true, if indiffe- 
rently you take a viewe of theſe errours by your ſelfe com- 
mitted; a man of ſo rare knowledge, and ſingular induftrie. _ 
Yet no one manſo generally well ſeene in all thinges, but 
an inferior perſon in ſome one ſpeciall matter, may goe be- 
yonde him. In regarde whereof, contemne not theſe few 
Colle&ionsofmine (wherein I haue not vaunted my Lear- 
ning, but cleared the trueth, according to the oth and pro- 
fesfion of an Herault) valeſſe learnedly with trueth you 
confute the ſame z; Vacill then, I bid you farewell.

Let 
not the fore-runnirg breath of deepe renowmed ſcience

yong king,and had iflue William Earle Ferrars,and firſt earle 
of Derbie,who marcied Margaret,daughter and heire of Wil- 
liam Peuerell Lord of Nottingham,and diedthe 1 2. of Hen= 
rie the thirde, leauing iſſue William the ſecond Earle Ferrars 
and Derbiec his ſonne : who tooke towife Agnes, the third ſi= 
ſter, and coheire ofRanulph Earle of Cheſter and Lincolne: 
anddied 1242. vnto whome ſucceededthe thirde William 
Earle Ferrars, and Derbie, who maried Margaret daughter 
and cohcire of Roger Quincy ecarle of Wincheſter.On whom 
he begot Robert Earle Ferrars, and Derbie, who inthe fifth 
earc ofking Henrie the third, was vaken priſoner at the bat=- 
tellofCheſterfield , and impriſoned inthe caſtle of Chipen- 
ham:where he forthe obtaining of his liberty made afſurance 
before Tohn Chiſhall then Lord Chancelor of England,of all 
his lands(except Chartley and Bolbroke) to Lorde Henrie 
ſonne ofthe king of Romanes, William Valence Eatle of 
Ts = Penbroke, 
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Penbroke, Tohn carle Warren & Surry, William Beauchamp 
carle of Warwicke,Roger Somery, ThomasClare,R. Walle- 
ron, Roger Clifford, Hamon le Strange, Bartholomew de 
Sudley,8 Robeir Bruſe, Barons, his ſuerties, for the paimenr 
of 50000. poundes on a day,atone entire paiment, to Lord 
Edmond the Kings ſonne. Which day & paiment being bro» 
ken, and not performed, the ſaid Lord Edmond,by the fur- 
render of the ſuretics aforeſaid, tooke poſſeſsion of thoſe his 
lands,and enioyed the ſame duringhis life:and afterlefrthem 
to his heires, the ſame being then valued at two thouſand 
pounds by the yeaxe.And this is that Robert, whom you verie 
yntruly haue ſer downe to be grand-child to Henric Lorde 
Ferrars that lived in the time ofthe Norman conqueſthe be- 
ing the ſcuenthinlineall diſcentfrom him :(as by your owne 
words in the title of Derby. pag.420.itmay appearc) where 
you confefle Williamto be the father, & William the grand- 
father ofthis Robert, that forfeited his lands in king Henric 
thethird histime. Now,tolet you knowe the inconuenience 
arifing hereby: Itisthe concealment and lofſe ofthree moſt 
notable inheritrices, that were married ynto three of theſe 
Ferrarian Earles.The firſt was the daughter and ſolc heire of 
William Peuerell, Lord ofNottingham(whoſe ſonne was ho- 
noured with tne title of earle of Notingham.)The ſecond was 
the ſiſter,and coheire ofRanuſph Earle of Cheſter and Lin- 
colne,who inriched this familie with the Caſtle and honour 
of Chartley.The third being the daughterand coheire of Ro- 
ger Quincy Earle of Winchelter,who brought with her the 
honor and barony of Grooby. Of which fruitfull nzariages, if 
you make a fainednullitie, or deuorce, you intercept thoſe 
noble plants , from whence ſprung ſundry the moſt famous 
branches of our nobilitie oriſhin gin this our declining age.

Here youaffirmeinthisplace , Ranulph Earle of 
VV cre to haue builded the Caſtle of Chartley, 
which after came to be the poſſeſsion ofRoberr earle Ferrars 
and Derby,by marying Agnesthe daughter of the foreſaide 
Ranulph:and that there did diſcend of the ſaid Robert & Ag- 
nes ſeuen barons in dire&line ſucceſsiuely:hereto Ianſwere, 
that RanulphEarle of Cheſter builded indeed the cafile of 
Chartley, inthe fourth yeare of king Henry the third,8 died 
An. 236,Butthat he was father tothe ſaid Agnes, Ivtterlic 
denie:affirming himto die without any iflue atall. And for 
proofehereof, I appeale toyourſelf, in perfeRt remembrance, 
teſtifying the ſame againſt your ſelfe, in the title of Earles of 
Chelter,Pag.471.And for the foreſaid Robert Earle Ferrars, 
heneuer maried any ſuch woman.So that by this yournot vn= 
derſtanding,you haue obſcured and made vnperfethat no- 
bleline of \ Earle Ferrars. Nay you haue done them a farre 
greater wrong,for hereby haue you (contrarie toall law and 
reaſon)made the ſaid Agnesto be daughtertoher owne bro=- 
ther, andthe {aid Robert to be husband vnto her that was his 
grandfathers wife.

A—_ yourraſh, and ouer haſtie penne, haue ſeemed 
vnto you ſo priuileged, asthatthereby you durſt aduen- 
ture the preiudice of many honorable perſons in their dif- 
cents and en{ignes of honor ( as you have done ) yet me 
thinkes that her Maieſties ſacred name might iuftly haue ly- 
mited your writings within ſuch boundes of loyall duetie , as 
thatyour hand ſhould haue trembled to endite , or your hart 
once to admitte the publiſhing any vntrueth , whereby her 
honor mightin any part be eclipſed.

the mother to Sir Thomas Bullen.Which being true(as it can- 
not be denyed ) Iadmire that a man of your learning, and 
profeſſing ſuch skill in Heraldy, would ſo vnaduiſedly pub- 
liſhin princ,to the view of the whole worlde, ſo great an yn. 
trueth, you hauing neither proofe, nor warrant for the ſame. 
And not contented herewith, after, for maintenance and co-

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Thomas Bullen was created Earle of Wiltſhire in right of 
Margaret his mother, graund-childe(as you ſay) ofche ſaid 
Iames. In which ſo ſaying, you ſhewe your ſelfe very igno- 
rant inthe diſcents ofdignities. And for anſwere hereunto: 
Firſt I ſay, that Margaret the mother of Sir Thomas Bullen 
was ſecond daughter and coheire of Thomas Butler Earle of 
Ormond, brother of Iames Earle of Wiltſhire, and not the 
faide Iames his grand-childe: and fo in thatpoynt, haue you 
falſifiedthis diſcent.

Fthe making of Gentlemen heretofore hath beene great-

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fore here haue you no great cauſeto boaſt of your skill in 
Heraldie. But, to pleaſure you, I will bring youto the marke 
whereat your vnaduiſed penne hath roued, which is to FHen- 
rie Dawbeney, whomeking Henrie the eight onthe 21.day 
of Tulie, inthe 3o.yeare of his reigne, did at his Mannor of 
Ocking create Earle of Bridgewater: which Henry was both 
the fir(t and laſt that euer caried that title of dignitie,and died 
without iſſue.

and was ſlaine comming out of the holie Iande (by Guy de Lu- 
frenan : ) towhome ſucceded William his ſoune, which died at Pa- 
rzs in the time of King Richarde the firft, Whoſe onchie daugh- 
ter honorred Wiliam Lonoa-Spatha her huſbande , with the 
title of that Earledome, and with her Eſcucheon eAzare char- 
ged with ſixe Lions golde. His ſonne William ſucceeded, and was 
in battell in the holie lande , e-fnno. 1250. Whoſe ſonne Wil- 
liam lot the Earledome, through diſpleaſure of King Henrie

Thirdly, concerning your affirmation, that 
William ſonne of the ſaid Patrike had but one only daughter 
namedElla, mariedto William Longa-Spatha, who in her 
right wasEatle of Salisbury,and did beare her Armes.To this 
Iay,you do hereby greatly preiudice the honorable faniilie 
of Howards: for,the ſaid William had not oncly two ſonnes, 
but alſo two daughters ( as appeareth by the booke of Ber- 
mondfey in Southwarke)viz, Patrike, William, Mabell,and 
Ella. Mabell was maried to Nigell Lord Mowbray, of whom 
all the Howards, with many others are diſcended : Ella was 
maried ynto William Longa-Spatha, baſe ſonne to Henrie 
the ſecond, who afterward by the tpeciall fauour of King Ri- 
chard the firlt,in the g.yeare of his reigne,was made Exrle of 
Salisburie ; and notin right of his wife (as you would haue 
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it.) And where you ſay, the ſaid 77i/kam Longa-Spatha and Elia 
had iſſue Wilam,who ſucceeded hy father in that dignitie,and left 
ſue the thira William, which loſt that Earledome through ds/plea- 
fare of King Henrie the third, Tanſwere, that I maruaile howe 
you can inuenttwo ſo great yntruths, as, firltto affirme theſe 
two laſt Williams to be Earles of Salisbarie , when neither 
of them both were euer Earles, either of that or anie other 
place . And that the faide William did vic or beare the 
Armes of his wife , Itake it, you haue no other proofe for 
the ſame then your owne bare imagination : which with 
youis verie great. Laſtly, where you affirme Henrie Lacie 
to bee Earle of Salisburie , in right of his wife, the daugh- 
ter and heire of the laſt William Longa-Spatha : I fay thar 
neither hee the ſaide Henrie , nor any other of his Surname 
were cuer at anie time honoured with that title or Earle- 
dome.

Laſtly, Idenie that any of the ſaide Williams, Lordes 
Botreaux,did marie with anie Katherine that was coheire to

Which gift, with the ſaid titles of ho= 
nour,King Henrie the ſecond did confirme : but not long at+ 
ter,he conltrainedthe faid William to ſurrender ynto him a- 
gainc,aſwel thoſe honours,as alſo all other lands that he had, 
both in Normandie,and in England,ypon condition, that the 
faidking ſhould re-afſure vnto himal thoſe lands which king 
Stephen his father was poſlefſed of, atthe death ofking Hen< 
rie the firlt, And how truly you aftirme , the honour of Pem+ 
ſeyto haue belongedto any Earle Morton before the reigne 
of King Stephen (William ſonne to king Stephen being the 
firſt Earle Morton which enioyed the ſame) itis thought as 
ynworthie of credit,as that before, where you alledge,Pem- 
ſey caſtle to haue taken his firſt honour from Gilbert Lord of 
the Eagle,in the reigne of King Henrie the ſecond when itis 
trulie proued,to bee an honour at ſuchtime as William the 
Conquerour gauethe ſamein marriage with his daughter, 


yo Earles of Suſſex were of the familie of the Albeneys, who 
in ike maner were Earles of Arundell. Wilkam de elbency, 
ſonne of Wilham Lord of Buckenham in Norfolke, was the firſt of 
them, who vſed for his Armes,a Lion rampant in a field Gules. He 
was called Earle of Chicheſter, and of Arundel : who had iſſue,by 
Aaelize daughter of the Duke of Loraine and Brabant , Wilkam 
the ſecond Earle of Suſſex and eArundell, father of William the

N this ſucceſſion of Albeneys,Earles of Suſſex, you haue 

taken greatpaines, making fiue of that ſurname, to haue 
beene Earles both of Suſſex and Arundell: when as you can 
prooue but foure in all to haue beene Earlcs of that tamilie , 
and but two of them Earles of Suſſex, viz. William , whom 
king Henrie the ſecond made the firlt Earle of Suſſex , and 
Hugh his ſonne,who died without iſſue , inthe 27. yeare of 
king Henrie the third: for thac V Villiam whom you call the 
fourth Earle of Arundell,I deemeas yet neuer borne, And 
the firſt V Villiam,which married Queene Aelidiſe, the wi- 
dow of King Henrie the firlt, whoyoulay was both earle of 
Suſſex and Arundell,I make great doubt of, thinking you not 
able romake proofe he was Earle of either.

Hat there was one Richard Fitz-Gilbert, inthe time of 

William the Conqueror , which held Haresfield of the 
king, itis manifeſt by the booke of Domeſday : but, that he 
was euer Earle of Clare, and that Haresfield was his patrimo- 
nie, I'vtterly deny. And for proofe hereof, I ſay, that he be- 
ing the firſt of his name that euer came into this realme, and 
that poſſeſſed anylandes here, could haue no poſſeſſions left 
vnto him by his Aunceſtors, which might be ſaid to be his 
patrimonie.

Richard his ſonne was the firſt of that familie that came into 
England with William the Conqueror, who had ifſue Gil- 
bert, andthis Robert: to whichRobert,king Henry the firſt 
gaue the Towne of Dunmowe, by the name of Robert Firz- 
Richard his Sewer. As witnefſeth your Author of Dunmowe, 
whome you alledge , though very vnfaithfully : for had you 
alleadged the ſame truely, and put downe what king Henry 
he was ,which gaueto the ſaid Robert Dunmowe (as your 
Author doth ) you ſhould then haue diſcloted your owne er- 
ror, and ſfaued me alabour.

He had iſſue Gilbert , who ſucceeded his fa- 
ther, and was the firſt that was called Earle of Clare. Who had iſ- 
fae Richard Earle of Clare, which was ſlaine by the Welſbmen, 
Thzs Richard hadiſſue three ſonnes , Gilbert Earle of Clare, that 
dyed without iſſue, Roger Earle of Clare ( created Earle of Hert- 
ford by Henry the ſecond) and Robert his third ſonne, fromwhem 
the familie of Fitz-Walters diſcended.

Ye hiſtoricall reportes are very changeable: for in the 
ticle of Haresfield, Pag. 31 2. youtell ys thatRichard was

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Earle of Clare in William the Conquerors time: and now 
here, you affirme that Gilbert his ſonne was the firſt Earle of 
Clarc, ofthat familie. And againe, in the title of Dunmowe, 
there haue you ſet downe this Robert the third ſonne of 
Earle Richard, truely,to be the ſonne ofthe firſt Richard that 
came into this land with William the Conqueror : but here 
will you haue him to be great grand-child tothe ſame Ri- 
chard, Which by no meanes, the now Earle ofSuffex will 


conſent ynto, becauſe thereby heſhall looſetwo ofhis great= 


telt aunceſtors, withtheir wiues, they being the daughters 
and hcires of Saint-Lyce Earle of Northampton , and the

You yndiſcreete wordes vſed in thisplace , may make 
thoſe noble perſonages deceaſed to be called in que- 
ſionfor that which nature abhorreth: butit were better your 
penne ſhould prooue afalſe witneſſe, then ſo heynous a miat- 
tertrue, Shall we ſurmiſe (as you write inthis page) that 
Hutmfrey de Bohun, ſonne of Henry, did marrye his owne 
mother. Aſſuredly we might ſeeme in ſo dooing, not one- 
ly ouer-credulous, but alſo irreligious.

name of Henrie de Bohun Earle of Hereford and Effex, 
and Conſtable of England. And further , to manifeſt that ir 
was not Humfrtey the ſonne of this Henrie that married with 
Matilda,Know you,thatſhe died r 236.inthe one and twen- 
tie yeare ofking Henrie the third, which was during the life 
of he ſaid Henry her husband,and foure years before he was 
a witneſſe to the kings Charter aforeſaide. 


AZ ter the death of the familie of Bigots, and Vffords, Richard 
the ſecond aduanced Michael De-la-Poole,froma Mare 
chant,to the Honour and dignitie of Earle of Suffalke, and Lorde 
Chancellor of England. King Henrie the ſixt created Wilkans 
his fonne firſt Marques,and after Duke of Suffolke. He was be- 
headed on the Seas,and left iſſue Tohn , whomarriedthe ſiſter of 
king Edward the fourth.

YYE is itthat you will not vndertake to write, and 
publiſh of a meane perſon? when youverie vn-

Fyour wordes here had beene but conieQurall, or gathe- 

red by reports,as in many other places they are,you ſhould 
hauelefle diſcredited your feife, then by i you had 
ſeenethat, whichintruth you did neuer ſee : for where you 
ſay : We thinke that the Bygots builded thus ( aStle, becauſe wee 
hane there ſeene Lions ſahant inthe ſame forme engrauen inſtone

there are no Lions faliant , nor any ſuch Enſigne or token 
as the Bygots did bearein ſeale or ſhield, or any Armes at all.
